MosooVr, May 18.— The arrival of the 

Czar and Czarina to-day may be said to 

inaugurate tho festival season in cele- 
bration of the coronation, for whirli tlie 
city and the wliole empire haf made 
inontlis of prepnrationK. Tho rain was 
pouring down as the train arrived, but 
thia seemed to have no effect on the 
loyal ardor of the populace Avho were 
gatliered at the sttitioii to the 
luiinber of several thousaiida to accord a 
weli-'onio greeting to their sovt-reign and 
to catch a glinipse of his auguat per.son- 
age. The stieels were full of niud and 
tlie countless ilaga and streamers flut- 
tered fitfully in^R fjasty breeze. . 

The Gt-and Duke Sergiua, uncle of tiie 
Czar an^. Kovernor-general of Moscow, 
with a?bfllliant suite of ofHcera. awaited 
the ariT'ral of the. imjierial party at the 
station. The appearance of flie ap- 
proaching train waa tlio signal for an 
outburst of great cheering, and the mili- 
tary band played a regimental march as 
the train entered tlio station and the 
Ozar left his car, Tho Czarina, when 
she entered the itiiperial pavilion, was 
attired lU a white tulle dress, which was 
adorned with silver spangles, and plie 
was prenented with a bouquet. 

Their JIajesties were driven to the 
Petrovesky palace, escorted by cavalry 
officera of tlie highest ranlc. Following 
their (carriages came Jhree troikaa, which 
were occupied by the Grand Dake Ser- 
giua andihia Grand Ducheas; the Grand 
UukQ Micbae^ IVIichaelovitcb, cousin 
of the late Gmr, and his Grand 
Duchess, and by the infant Grand 
Ducheas Olga Nicolaievan, daughter 
of the Czar, who is now si-^c months old. 
The paa.sage of the party through the 
streets waa greeted wit h great eiitliusi- 
asm, the streets being lined with great 
crowds of cheering Hpnctators. 

The 1110 vementaol Li Hung Chang and 
Field ]Mar.ahall Count Yamagata are 
followed wilif tho keenest inter- 
est, while the Emir of Bokii- 
ara and his suite in thoir 
magnificent robes of gold cloth, and 
other Eastern potentates in gala attire 
excite general wonder and admiration. 
Nearly every nation on tho earth has 
sent a special ainbaesador or representa- 
tive and every province in the vast Uns- 
aian empire has sent a deputation, 
making an asHerabfage ' which in 
itself forma an interesting etlino- 
logical <K)ngress. Even from the west- 
ernmost part of JTortii America people 
have come to see the spectacle. 

St. PKTKnKiiuiKi, May IS. — The Duke 
of Connaught, who will represent Queen 
Victoria at tlie coronation, has arriveii 
ill Russia on board tho royal yacht Vic- 
toria and Albert, wliicli was gaily decor- 
ated from stem to atern. The warships 
and forts in tlie harbor of Cronstadt 
saluted the royal yacht as she entered. 

ivO.NDo.v, i\Iay — The correspondent 
of the Times at Moscow says: " In the 
lirst draft of the coronation manifesto a 
jjaragraph provides for the cancellation 
of warnings of the cenaor standing 
against Bussian newspapers which 
when they amount to three means 
the suppression of the paper, ilost 
of the Russian pajiers have had a 
couple of warnings hanging over their 
liead for years jiast. This jiaraiiriiph (in 
the manifesloj was edited at tlie insti- 
gation of certain ministers. There is 
also talk of 'tuis nf morcliants and mnnu- 
ftictnrciH receiving the same rights re- 
garding the government service as the 
nobililv."

lars on One Dump. 



15. C.'S LARGEST LEDGE 

Said to Be Located on Surlta Creeli— A 
Million in Sight and " Seen."' 

Upwards of a ton of very rich lookinc 
ore taken from an immense ledge on 
Surita orMk— -a stream which empties 
into Barclay Soutid— arrived ' ' on the 
steamer Bainbow on Sunday morning to 
be transhipped to different points for 
expert analysis. The Bainbowhas been 
gone from Victoria only three days. 
Leaving here on Wednesday evening 
with Captain Irving, VV. J. Wilson and 
Mr. Tilton on board the steamer called 
next morning at Copper island, where a 
day was spent pioapccting, the place 
being only a few miles (liatant from 
riurita creek. A coujile of men have 
been surveying and doing other work 
on the properties all winter, 
and it ia pro])oaed to materially 
strengthen their iiuinbera, for if the e.K- 
pectations of those inlereated are real- 
ized by the dill'erent assays tho ledge 
referred to will be worked on an exten- 
sive scale. The ledge runs about 300 
feet wide and croppings of ore are visible 
right On the top of the mountain. The 
ore contains gold, silver and copper and 
resembles closelv that from Trail creek, 
samples of which are to be seen in the 
Colonist window. Speaking of thia 
ledge last evening Capt. Irving said it was 
the largest in liritish Coinmbia, 
and that there were about 100,000 tona 
or $l,0OO,0C3 worth of ore in sight — sniti- 
cient to warrant the erection thereof a 
smelter. The mine is readily accessible, 
deep navigation being distant not more 
than half a mile from where the hidden 
wealth lies. This is a most important 
consideration and is specially regarded 
as such bv Captain Irving, for with the 
development of West Coast enterprises 
tiie C.P.N. Company have with com- 
mendable enterprise already made jiro- 
vision for a large trade, having recently 
purchased the steamship Teen, which is 
DOW en route from England. Mr. .lolin 
ijraden, M.P.P., ivho baa been down at 
Alberui for some time pasfci arrived back 
with the party on the BftmBoy. ' ", ' .

Grand Culmination of Montreal's 
Efiception to the Premier— 
Tupper in Fine Form. 



Dalton McCarthy Terribly Boasted- 
Orangemen Approve the Coarse 
of the Government. 



Montreal, May 18.— (Special) — Sat- 
urday's night meeting at the Windsor 
hall v/as a magnificent culmination to 
the splendid reception accorded to Sir 
Charles Tupper by the citizens of tho 
commercial metropolis. The large hall 
was packed to overflowing by an audi- 
ence of more thae three thousand in- 
telUgentand entbasiastic electors. Mr. 
W. W. Ogilvie. president of the Lib- 
eral-Conservative club, presided. On 
the platform were a couple of 
hundred leading Conservatives of Mon- 
treal. The meeting was in marked con- 
trast to that of the previous evening at 
Sohmer park. There was not tlie slight- 
est attempt at disturbance. The pre- 
mier's speech was the feature of the 
evening, and in the opinion of many one 
of the grandest of liis life. Sir Charles 
spoke for just two hours and a quarter, 
and the interest of the gteat audience 
never flagged for one moment. In 
the course of bts address Sir Charles 
arraigned Dalton McCarthy for bis 
ellbrts to stir up racial and religious dis- 
cord. The mention of the third party 
leader was received with hisses by the 
audience, whereupon Sir Charles said: 
" He ia not worth a hiss." He then 
went on to say there was not rne thing 
of which be was ashamed so nuicli as 
that he was McCarthy's political god- 
father, and ho told how when .lolin 
Hilyard Cameron died and Cardwoll 
was left without a representative he 
(Sir Charles) at the request of Sir John 
A. Macdonald secured the nomina- 
tion of Mr. ^McCarthy for the vacant 
seat and of how lie stumped for him and 
succeeded finally in getting him elected." 
" If I had thought' the time would ever 
come," added Sir Charles, "when Dal- 
ton JlcCarthy would devote his talents 
and abilities — and thej' are very consid- 
erable — to the most mischievous work 
that any man in Canada can devote his 
talents to, that of exciting hostility to 
race and hostility to religion, I would 
have Huflered anything rather than have 
had anything to do with bringing him 
into public life." 

The Liberal convention for ShefTord 
county. P. Q., selected C. H. l\armalee, 
of Waterloo, as their candidate. It is 
announced that Robert Graham, of 
Claremont, Conservative candidate fbr 
West Ontario has withdrawn from the 
contest.

Mr. Herbert Cuthbert returned on 
Sunday night from Spokane and Roaa- 
land and speaks in high terms of what 
he saw in the mining country and' hia 
courteous treatment by the mining and 
business men of both places. Rossland, 
he says, has increased wonderfully in 
the past six months, and has now elec- 
tric light, waterworks and graded 
streets, while electric cars ace intended ' 
to bo secured. Lots selling last October at 
$1,200 are now changing hands at |3,000 
to ^3,500. Tliero are four good hotels, 
with line accommodations, all doing a 
good business. One is .struck by the 
order and absence of crime in 
the town. Mr. Cuthbert examined ; 
a considerable number of mines, the 
first being the I/ily May, the oldest loca'^ 
tion in Kossland, his guide being Mr. 
Debordeau, the pioneer prospector of 
the place, who locatetl the Lily May in 
]S70. There are twelve men at work on 
the Lily May, which is a -rt'ell developed 
property. One tunnel ie in 50 feet, with 
a vein of 3 feet tJ inches of ore. A sec- ■ 
ond tunnel baa six feet of ore and a 
third ten feel. The eighty-five foot 
shaft has a showing of four feet of ore, 
and on the dump are 100 tona of ore 
assaying from $20 to $95. The Lily May 
was located in 1870, but was 
abandoned till 1889, when Debordeau 
was joined by Joe Morris and 
others who some months after located 
the Centre Star, Monte Cristo, Enter- 
prise, War Eagle and Le Roi, and "to get 
$15 to pay for recording the other 
claims they sold the now famous 
LeRoi to Mr. Topping for thaftsum. 
The Homestake and Nest Egg wore next 
examined by Mr. Cuthbeit. The Home- 
stake has several tons of ore on the 
dump, as fine looking ore as one would 
wish to see. The js^est Egg, the first 
l)roperty floated in Victoria, Mr. Cuth- 
bert was naturally anxious to see. Tho 
two shafts are, he said, down in fine 
ore, samples of which he brought 
back witii him. Mr. Cuthbert made 
it a point to get the opinion of the 
best mining men in regard to the pro- ■ 
perty, and without exception they stated 
that it was as fine a prospect as any in 
the RoBsliind camp. Mr. Cuthbert; had 
not time t ^ go over the Preeburn, but.., 
was informed by well posted mining'meii;. ' 
tliat the ore was of the same class as the 
Nest Egg. The neat Egg has a well de- 
fined ledge, 4 feet 6 inches wide with, 
every indication of increasing as depth, 
ia reached. 

The 0. K. Mr. Cuthbert considers the. 
prettiest ledge in the camp, so well 
defined is it. There are three 
levels, each about 200 feet long. Some 
stoping has been done, but the ureater 
part of the ore has been taken out dur- 
ing development work. It is, lie thinks, 
possible to get three or four more levels 
equally as gooit aa those already run, as 
the ore gradually widens from three feet 
in the top level to seven feet in the low- 
est. This is the only developed free 
milling mine in the camp. A present 
tliere is a 5-stamp mill at work and a 
new 10-stamp one has been ordered. 

The Centre Star is a great mine with 
over 2,000 feet of tunnels besides shafts. 
The main tunnel is 750 feet long, all in 
ore. Mr. Duraiit, one o( tho laigest 
shareholders of tlie mine, who accom- 
panied Mr. Cutlibert through the exten- 
sive workings, says there are live distinct 
ledges, one 71 feet wiile, another 12 feet 
G inches, another inches, the fourth 1 
foot 18 inclies and the fifth 1 foot G 
inches, all shown up in the tunnel* 
work. Mr. Durant claims that the ex- 
tension of the War Eagle and Le Roi 
veins runs through the Centre Star. 
There are 3,000 tons of ore on the dump, 
and it is being held until the tramway 
is running, when the cost of shipping 
will be less and the owners will reap a' 
large harvest. The tramway will be 
running in a month from now, 

One of the busiest mines in the camp 
is the Josie, and one is struck with the 
new buildings and machinery that are 
being placed in jwsition there. A 40- 
horae jiower hoist and a 7-drill air com- 
pressor are among the new mnchinory. 
Tho miiin tunnel in -ISO feet lonu, with a 
7-foot vein, the ore runninir $40 to $130 
a ton. There have been shipped 2,000 
tons, averaging $40, and tnere are 
now 500 tons on tlie dump.

METHODIST SUPBBANNTJATION. 

Rev, Or. Griffin's Appeal on Behalf of the 
Worn Out Alinlsters Fnnd. 

V.VN'couvicu, May l.S. — (Special) — 
Friday night's meeting of the Methodist 
conference was devoted to the subject of 
the Methodist superannuation fund. 

Rev. Dr. GrifHn commenced by reading 
a financial statement, but before he 
finished no one in that audience, though 
they sat for two long hours, liad any 
idea that the address was any other than 
a thrilling, soul-stirring, entertaining 
and magnincentaddreBS. For the genius 
of Dr. Griffln had contrived out of the 
subject to present ijnch a case in such a 
way that the time seemed all too short. 
Dr. Gridin's address was a grand plea in 
behalf of the wornout superannuated 
preachers. Why there was a super- 
annuation fund, the need and justice of 
it, was niasterfiiliy explained. J t was not 
a charity nor an insurance, but a matter oi 
positive due, a contract, ;i provision (small 
enougli) made for men whose stipends 
in their charges little more than kept 
soul and body together. In a telling 
passage he declared that ttie deficiencies 
in ministers' salaries in the Methodist 
church since Confederation amounted to 
a million dollars. The average salary 
for the whole Dominion was $^0, taking 
into account all the country charges as 
well as the city ones. This disposed of 
the fancied idea that the ministers of 
this day were better ])aid than forty 
years ago. Many were undoubtedly, in 
the cities ; but hundreds and iiimdreds 
in country circuits were receiving not 
more but positively less. In inatanco 
of this he cited his own case, where forty 
years ago, on a country circuit, he re- 
ceived ifToO. Another tellini: point was 
when he showed his haiuis to the audi- 
ence to attest that in liis early days he 
could chop trees with any of tliein 
and liad done so. He, as a j'oung 
man, could have looked out for himself; 
and so could the other ministers have 
lione; hut they had given themselves to 
the ministry, had devoted their whole 
lives to it, with all its trials and pover- 
ty, and the superannuation fund was 
but the least that could be done towards 
helping them at the last. By the new 
legislation, in addition to the amounts 
paid by the circuits, each minister and 
probationer paid o per cent, of the sal- 
ary received; this equalized the burden, 
and the richer thus helpeil the poorer. 
To their honor be it said, in many in- 
stances where a jjieacher did not feel 
the pressing need of coming on ttie su- 
perannuation fund, such preacher had 
actually returned the money, while still 
holding his chiim on the future. Where 
under heaven, he asked, would ministers 
bo found to do that, except in the Meth- 
odist ministry. As to the obligation of 
circuits, if any circnit had demurred, be 
assured God's displeasure had been felt, 
and the first thing has been in such 
c.ises that the circuits have been struck 
with dry rot.

CZAR'S CORONATION. 



Thousands Wolcoine the Emperor of 
All the Bnssias to the 
Ancient Capital. 



Special I'lpcautioiis Taken to En- 
sure the Safety of the Im- 
perial Party. 



Moacow, May IS.— The arrival of the 
Czar luid Czarina from St. I'utersburg 
Vila witiiesaed and wolcomed by a bril- 
liant and picturesque concourse of peo- 
ple. Troops of infantry wore drawn up 
along the railway tracks for miles; offi- 
cials, dazzling witlf gold laCe, bustled 
about giving orders and exercising vig- 
ilant supervision over tlie throng. No 
))recaiitioii against accident or asaasain- 
ation was omitted. No other trains 
were permitted to run on the road be- 
tween St. Petersburg and Moscow from 
the time the Gzar'a apeoial train started 
last evening u)itil it drew into the sta- 
tion at Moscow, shortly before noon to- 
day, and for miles no person wan nl- 
loweil to apjiruach the rails or cruaa 
the tracks in advance of the royal train. 

Upon alighting from their coach the 
Czar and C'zarina were uehorud into a 
magnificent eciiiippago drawn by six 
cream-colored horses, and accompanletl 
hy mnaic, were escorted ijy cavalry odi- 
cera to Petroveaki palace, which lies 
upon the oiitakii ts of the town, in the 
retrcjveaki park. I'etroveski palace is a 
low built reil ediliee, aurroanded by a 
turretted wall. A broad road leads up 
directly to tlie liyautine portico. The 
Style of the entire building is atrii^tly 
Byzantine^ The ))alace is so seldom 
used that all the uidiolatering and paint- 
uig had to be done entirely afresh for 
this season. Nearly all the rooms ure 
decorated in wliite and gold, all the 
main apartments centering around the 
largo banquetting liall, in the middle of 
which is a large dome. 

In the chapel, which is behind the 
palace, there will be constant aei-vices 
during the two days in which tlie jial- 
ace will be inhabited by their majesties 
and the Empress Marie Feodorovna. In 
front of the palace is a large plain which 
is used generally in summer as a review- 
ing ground. Just now it is studded with 
a block of houses, all large and of the 
same model. They will be used to house 
the large drafts of military brought into 
town to reinforce the usual garrison, for 
which the barrack room available is in- 
sufficient. An attempt will ho made to 
keep the vast number of people who 
will, after the manner of jiilgrima, travel 
from all parts of Russia, from invadim; 
on this plain, which is a favorite spot 
fpr them. 

One of the most serious questions 
which the local authorities have now 
under consideration is to liiid means and 
space for this vast invasion of almost 
wild people who are pouring in, and who 
look upon it as a riKht that they should 
he allowed to camp upon every space in 
the city. The historical procession, the 
grandeur of which it wduld be im{)ossible 
to equal in any other country in the 
world, will start from I'eroveski palace, 
and pussiiig in a straight line along the 
mainstreelof Moscow, theTverski, which 
for the greater part is a line broad road, 
with low built houses on eilherai(h\ will 
proceed under the famous triuMi|ilial 
arch at the sunimil, on which are six 
large horses, of the model of those on the 
arch at the entry of Unter-den-Linden in 
Berlin. This arch, as everyone knows, 
was erected to comnieinorate the reli eac 
of the IVench under Xaiioloon in ISlL'. 

The procession finally enters the 
Kremlin, through theSpassky or Sacred 
gate, passing under which everyone, 
from the Czar downward, is bound to 
uncover his head. As far as at present 
known, the cavalcade which will follow 
the Czar will be composed of hot less 
than sixty royal personages, among thein 
the Duke of Connaiiglit. 

iVmong the royal personages present 
are: The Prince of Naples, King of 
Greece, Prince Henry of Prussia, Kinj: 
of Servia. Prince of I'.ulgaria, Ir'rince of 
Jlonleiiegro, Arch iJnke Carl Ludwig of 
Austria, Duke of Sparta, brother of the 
Shah, I'rince Ablnis Mirza MoulUara, 
Prince of Jlesse, Prince I'liilip of I5el- 
gium, Prince Chriatian of Denmark, Due 
d' Oporto, Prince l''crdiiiaiiil of lioii- 
mania, • Prince Allreil of Saxe-Coburg, 
I'rince Oscar of Sweden and Norway, 
and princes of the liouses of any and 
all the Russian grand dukes, forming 
together a gatiiering representing all 
the prini-i[)al imperial and royal houses 
of Kurop(!. In addition to the royal 
personages, representatives of the 
council of nobU?s have a right to par- 
ticipate in the inipi'rial cavidcado. 

Li Iliini; Oh.'in'^ and suite arrived to- 
day from St. I'eLiMr^ljurg. Tlie Chineae 
envoy was reeeiveil in the most brilliant 
manner, and he ailerwavds presided at a 
rece|)ti(jn given in the Chinese embns.sy, 
which is profuselv decorated. Marshall 
Yamagata, .lapanese envoy; Duke of 
Najera, reprcaentative of Spain, and the 
Crown Prince of Pouniania have alan 
arrived here. The latter was received 
at the railway station by t;rand dukes, 
grand duchessea and higii olliciuls, with 
military honors and bunds playing na- 
tional anthems. Representatives of the 
rural population to the number of about 
six hundred liavo reached here and are 
lodged in the Korch thiatre, the Stage of 
which has been transformed into a vast 
dining hall. The costumes of the coun- 
try visitors present a most |)icturesi|ue 
sight, comprising all kinds, from t.lie 
middle of Poland to tl)e extreme Asiatic 
districts of the Russian empire.

Johnson and Fry are opening up anew 
ditch eight miles down the Fraser. The 
claim had been worked bv Chinese and 
had evidently yielded handsomely. 

Four-:Mile or Dragon lake is being 
dammed and the stream diverted mr by- 
draulic mining by a large ditch towards 
diggings on the Quesnelle a few miles 
up. 

Work on the Ample and other mines 
at Lillooet is being pushed hy Mr. 
Hughes with a force of 25 men, and there 
is no doubt that good mines will be de- 
veloped, and a mill will, it is thought, be 
erected before snow flies. 

The Fader dredge, 25 miles up from 
Quesnelle, has, it is reported, yielded 
$l-!0 net per day. Col. Underwood's 
Pioneer No. 1 wid be under way ne.\t 
week aiul will test the lower Ciuesnclle 
with ev(.'i'y i)rosi)ect of success. Mr. 
Young's ilredge will ho ready to receive 
machinery in a few days. 

Work on the Law claim is iirofrressiiig 
rapidly. The shaft is down I'o'J feel, 
and then a drift of 200 feet is to be 
driven into the mountain before the ()ro- 
per depth will bo reached. The drift is 
already in 80 feet, with excellent proa- 
l)ecis. " Sixteen or eighteen men are 
doing the work, which is not stopped 
dav or night, 

the deal for the claims located on the 
mountain side about six miles from 
Lillcioet on Cayoose creek haa been con- 
summated and .'fi.'5,000 in cash hua been 
paid to the discoverers of this bonanza 
who only located it about thi'eo weeks 
since, Xo work haa been done on the 
lodge, nor is it neceaaary to do work on 
the ledge, for nolhint,' like it has ever 
been seen in Jiritish Columbia. The 
ledge, from H to 15 feet in width, runs 
over ifOOO to the ton and more than 
.$50,000 ia in aight whether the gold ia 
carried down to any depth or not. In 
other words, tne surface, with the few 
shots that have been jiut in, shows abso- 
lutely moid than ifSOiOOO in fonift. The 
sale was mode to Messrs. McKinnon, 
DeBeck &.Oo., of Vancouver. The ledge 
w is located by a man named Copeland 
and partner, who were three weeks ago 
poor men. The sale includes four 
claims, but many more have been 
located in this section, and quartz pros- 
pecting with be the order of the day 
trom now on, 

A letter from R. 0. Ward, general 
agent and manager of the Horsefly Gold 
Mining Company, under date of .May 10, 
says ; " NVe have had since I arrived 
here 150 men on our work and have now 
let go GO, having completed our sawing, 
grading for pipeline, excavating for ele- 
vation, etc., so our heaviest work is now 
done. On our pipe line we have riveted 
and placed 7,000 feet and our pipe works 
have sufficient force to complete 
the balance by July 1, at which 
time we expect to be able to 
turn the water in two monitors and 
two elevators. The spring has been dt;- 
cidedly backward and in some instances 
the frost has delaved our ditch work, 
but not seriously, and I have no doubt 
hut that the contractor will get it com- 
pleted by July 1, the specified time. 
Although we have 3,f-00 feet of flume 
and trestle to build, we have this week 
a largo force of carpenlera, wiiich will 
complete it by the time our ditch and 
pipe line will be ready." I'roni 
the present showing this com- 
pany ought to be among the jiro- 
ducers yet this season, although it is 
an immenee plant to get in and neces- 
sarily some unforeseen obstacles will jire- 
sent tlioinselves before everything is in 
working order. Of the great value of 
t!ie jiroperty there is no question. A 
hall a million dollars haa been taken out 
l)y Chinese workers on a small part of 
the claim. The company and country arc 
to ho congratulated on the bright out- 
look. 

Mr. Maalin, a mining man of ability 
and experience, returned to Ashcrofl 
from Cariboo, on his way to California 
for a brief trip, this week. Mr. Maalin 
ia an olil friend of .1. 1!. Ilohson, and 
went up with him to see somet hlng o[ 
the Cariboo gravel mines.

Of the Soutii l''ork mine ho 
says no eatiniate of its worth can he 
made, it ia simply an enoi-moualy rich 
and valuable mine, which will not be at 
its beat for some years yet to come. Mr. 
Maalin wdl return in a f(!w weeks and 
will engage in mining in Cariboo. 

iM r. Cleuiea, the expert sent out to 
visit and re])ort on the Antler creek 
proper! iea, arrived i ri Aalicroft on Sun- 
day night, direct from I'higlaiid. Mr. 
visited this sccdon last fall, but did not 
go further than l.illooid and iJig Bar. 
He was, however, tlu!n very favorably 
impressed with what he saw of thecoun- 
tiy and then stated that ho Bhould re- 
turn this aeaaon. He intends making a 
thorough examination. The general 
outlook for the province is, Mr, 
Clemea saya, more than good, and an 
abundani;e of I'^nglish capital can be ob- 
tained on good ciinini; propositions. 'J'he 
Transvaal troubles will advance the 
mining' interests of liritish Columbia 
very materially. The Koolenay will also 
be viait(:d and some d/eilging properties 
reported on. The dredgiiiL' ground at 
Big Bar will be further prosfiected and 
if found to he valuable will be worked at 
an early dale The Loo Norman svn- 
dicate has incieaaed its capital to £100,- 
000, i hia ainonnt» lieim; only for prospect- 
ing and development jmrposes.

Wreckage. 



Steariishlp "Taeoma" Sails— Dairy 
Cattle in Transit From Port- 
laud to Hongkong:. 



Iniegard to the fate ai the missing 
Oftdzdw Forest the News Advertiser of 
Sunday eays there is now scarcely any 
doubt but that she has been wrecked ivnd 
all hancla drowned. Tim Cadzow Forest 
left Siin Frinoisco for Portland, Ore., to 
load {irain luid whs ecoii ofl' the mouth 
of the Colli mbia river bar, where she 
took on a pilot. A storm came up and 
she was driven out to sea and never seen 
again. She had but little ballast in her 
at the time and was in no shape to en- 
countei^a storm, and as time rolled on 
and no tidings were heard of her, sliip- 
pin&men shook their iiends and whis- 
pered that there was but little hope for 
her. Tlie Dominion government steamer 
Quadia was sent to search for her, but 
her search was fruitless and then all 
hope for her safety was abandoned. 
Yesterday the Methodist missionary 
Btcaiuer Glad Ti(lini;g arrived in jiort 
from a cruise amongst the Indian mis- 
sionary atatioua on Vancouver Ishuul 
and the Nortiiern coast, and the 
information brought by lior undoubt- 
edly seals tlio fate ol the Cad/.ow 
Forest. While at China flat, in Alber- 
ni tiistriot, some Indians showed a 
lile-buiiy bearing tliu name '' Cad/.cjw 
• Forest,'' wliich they had picked up on 
vne beacli tlie (.lay before. The Indians 
also stated that there was a tpumtity of 
Wlreckas;e strewn along tlie shore. As 
the Glad Tidings had several mission- 
aries on board who were on their way to 
conference, there was no time to make 
further inquiries. It would appear that 
the Cadzow Forest was driven bv the 
storm on the treacherous shores of Bar- 
clay sound, on the West coast of Van- 
couver Island, where a ^ood many ves- 
sels have met with disaster, and as no- 
tliing has been heard of her crew, all 
hands, includinj» the Columbia river 
pilot, probably perished. The Oadzow 
Forest was a British barque of 1,068 
tone. 

DRPABTB FOB JAPAN, 

Purser Campbell did not resume hia 
old place on board tlie Northern Pacific 
liner Tacouui when the latter called here 
en route to the Orient on Sunday. He 
is still unable to discharge Ijia duties 
althougli since entering tlie Jubilie lios- 
pital, a week or more ago, he has been 
steiulily improving in heallli. The Ta- 
eoma arrived from the Sound in the 
forenoon and remained in i)ort until six 
in the evening, receiving from \'ictoria 
besides considerable niisce'.lan(;oud 
freight eight Chinese passengers, mak- 
ing her total steerage number 8S. In 
her saloon Mrs. L. C. Kelly and two chil- 
dren, from Duluth; G. L. Melhuish, 
Northern Pacific agent at Yokohama ; 
Mrs. 6. L. Meibuisb and child, J. £. 
Bearl, Mrs. Wheeler, and J. W. Adams. 
The steamship carries a shiiiment of ten 
head of dairy cattle in transit from Port- 
land to Hongkong where, owinff to the 
recent plague, tliere is said to be a great 
Bcarcity of such stock.

. 'THE CUBAN SITUATION. 

Feeling; ' Between Spain and the United 
. States Likely to Intensity-Pros- 
peetive.Clalms for Damages. 

London, May 18. — Commenting on the 
Cuban situation, the Saturday Keview 
thinks it inevitable that American aid 
and symiiathy for the insurgents will in- 
crease ami become more general and 
important and that it is e(]ually inevita- 
ble that popular feeling in Spain 
against American interference will, 
ere long, reach an intensity which 
Premier Canovas del Castillo can 
only ienore at the risk of 
destroying himself and probably the 
dynasty aa well. Continuing the Satur- 
day Review says: "No diplomacy can 
be of any lasting use where deep, natural 
grudges like this sway the people." 

The Globe expresses the opinion that 
if the Liiurada snuceeds in aiding the 
Cubans, tlie United States will hardly 
he able to resist a Spanish claim for 
damages, adding that the case of the 
LauracUi is stronger that tliat of the 
Alabama, and that by international huv 
the United Stales is tiiuiiiestionably 
.liable for every injury the Laurada does 
to Spain. 

SHOT BY HIS IJKUTHEIMN-LAW. 

Mo.N-niK.vi,, May 18.— Jean Baptiste 
Kous.seau was shot and killed this morn- 
ing by bis brother-in-law, Paul Pons, 
Rousseau's wife had left him owing to 
his abusive treatment ot her and had 
ejone to live with I'oiis, who was married 
to her .sistcM'. Tills iiiuriiing Itousseiui 
went to I'ou'.s resiilciii'c and being ri.'fiis- 
ed adniiltance t-ied to break in the door. 
Finally .Mrs. Pons let him in. He at 
once made a rush for Pons, and throw- 
ing him down began to beat liini witli a 
cane. Pons pulled out a revolver which 
he carried and emptied its live cham- 
bers into his brother-in-law's body. 
Rosseau died immediately. Pons has 
been arrested. 



TEMPLEMAN AND FREE TEADE. 

To TUB Editor:— We are getting ac- 
customed to this gentleman's wriggling 
on the question of Free Trade, but even 
to us in Victoria his changes of front are 
rather too numerous to insiiiro cotiti- 
lience or to lead to any conclusion but 
that for a seat at Ottawa lie will change 
like the inconstant moon. When lirst 
he stood for Victoria his programme 
was unrestricted reciprocity with the 
States. That is to say, that Can- 
ada should put itself under the 
much higher tariff of the States 
and have her tariff raised by McKinley 
as he pleased, without our being con- 
sulted. The tendency of the tarill' legis- 
lation in the States, judging by all wo 
read, is to be toward greater protection. 
Mr. Templeman had better say if he 
means to follow the States in that direc- 
tion, or to say what we would have been 
had we put the Grit party in office at 
last election and had consummated un- 
restricted reciprocity. I will give 
just one sanijile, which will 
serve for many articles; Refined 
sugar has been this month -IJ,; 
in .Montreal ; .'j'i in Xew York; .'I' l' in 
Victoria, oj,, in San Francisco, and (j'., 
in Seattle. Mr. Templeman would ex- 
plain that to be an advantage to Canada 
had we been supplied from the States at 
these higher prices. 

Mr. Templeman and Dr. Milne are 
now going to protect the farmers of H. 
0., but they should put to tlieniselves 
this modest question, Who is to give 
them the power? Their party are unan- 
imous in favor of unrestricted reciproc- 
ity in natural products of the soil, but 
they, the glorious jiaityof two, are going 
to prevent the carrying out of this free 
tratle |ioliey in regard to raw prodtietioii. 
These two are to out number and out- 
vote the remainder of the (irit (larty. 
.Modest men, would tliey try to stop 
the advance of the tide with a stable 
fork? 

They now want a revenue tariff with 
no protection. The words have no 
meaning. If you have a tariff of say 20 
per cent, of customs, unless you 
impose the same by way of in- 
land revenue on the same articles 
made at home you protect by 20 
per cent. Let them say jilainly what 
they mean, if they mean anything at all 
but that they want to go toOtta.sa. 
They say they want to have boots and 
shoes and clothing unprotected. Now 
there is an easy way to do this — to im- 
port all such articles from Hong Kong or 
to repeal the Chinese exclusion tax and 
to allow as many Chinese as pl<;ase to 
1 omc liere and do all the labor oi the 
province. .Mr. 'reniiileiiian and Dr. 
Milne are iuvitiMl to say if either of these 
aileriiative.s are what they aim at, or 
how their newest make shift of a iiolicy 
(;aii possibly result in any other way 
than making this province a province of 
China.

Ai C. Ewart asked permieaion, on be- 
half'of Simon Leiaer & Co., to construct 
areas beneath the sidewalks on Yatea 
street and Waddington alley, opposite 
the new building they are about to 
erect there. Referred to the street com- 
mittee with power to act. 

J. Stuart Yates wrote notifying the 
corporation that James Yates is about 
to erect a foiir-story building on Wharf 
street, adjoining that occupied by 
Turner, Beeton it Co. When 
Mr. Yates built that block several years 
ago, lie was informed, this letter said, 
that the ,city intended to widen the 
street, and if he erected the building on 
the proposed new lines compensation 
would be paid. Up to the present, how- 
ever, no payment had been made, and 
as in default of some action by the coun- 
cil Mr. Yatea intends to erect the new 
Iniildiiig on the pre.sent street lines he 
gave this notilication so that tiie corpora- 
tion would not be put to the expense of 
purchasing the front of the building 
when they goon with the widening. The 
land involved ia a strip 180 feet long, 
varying from li to 10 feet in width and 
containing 1,410 square feet. This he 
would dispose of to the city at the pres- 
ent assessed value of ifS per square foot 
and the cost of removing the front of P. 
■1. Daviea' store. The letter was referred 
to the streets committee for report. 

J. St. Clair wrote asking the patron- 
age of the council for a " B. C. Appren- 
tice Association " which lie said it is 
proposed to establish. Letter received 
and tiled, the writer to bo informed that 
the matter is one beyond the province of 
the council. 

A letter from Jlartha Hawton made 
the complaint that her jiroperty on 
Pembroke street is overclu".rged for 
water. This led to a general discussion 
of the present system of charging for 
water, which it was claimed by Aid. 
Marchant and Cameron ia very unsatis- 
factory. The letter and the whole ([ues- 
tion of the rates now charged were re- 
ferred to a select committee for inquiry 
and report; the Mayor naming Aid. 
Marchant, Iiumi)hrfy and Tiarks as the 
committee. 

The City Solicitor wrote reporting that 
upon Ilia application to the 0. P. Navi- 
gation Co. for them to sign the contract 
for the suppl)' of coal awariied to 
them last week, he was informed 
that they were willing to fur- 
nish the hiinp coal at the pri<;e 
stated in their tender, but for nut coal 
tliey would reipiire !f;>, being an advance 
of .")0c. upon the price named in the 
tender. Referred to electric light com- 
mittee with power to act. 

George Brown offered to sell to the 
city some 00 to 70 yards of rock, now ly- 
ing beneatli the Kock Bay liridge, at ifl 
per yard. Referred to street coiiiiniltee. 

The City lOngineer reported on tht' 
minority rejiort sent in from the water- 
works in(iuiry coinniittee by Aid. Mac- 
millan, fn the matter of the log which 
that alderman said was alleged by \V 
K. ^Mackenzie and James Willoughby to 
he uniler one of the walls of the lilter 
bed. The engineer loiind that the wit- 
ness Mackenzie is absent from the city, 
and that Willoughby points out as 
where the log is a spot not 
under one of the walls of the 
filter bed, but under the broken Btone 
foundation of the culvert of the centnd 
filter bed. There is no provision in the 
contract, the engineer said, for any loan 
dation under this culvert, and if the lou 
is where alleged it is a good deal be- 
ne.itli the water level, where it will 
nei'er decay. He therefore would not 
aih.'ise oiieiiiiig up the work to look for 
the log, 'as Ibis fvould cost $-500. The 
rcj ort was tabled after protest by Aid 
Ma;:illan, who wanted Macl.'.en/.ie sent 
for. 

Tiie Building Inspector reported a 
verandah on Johnson street in a danger- 
ous condiMon and ripe forremoeal. This 
was tabled for the present, 

A number of residents on Stanley 
avenue jjctitioned for drainage, the city 
sanitary ofBcer having notified them 



that the cess pits upon their premises 
must be filled up within six days, and in 
the iheanfcimb asking lift an extension of 
time for filling the pits. Tabled until 
consideration of the street |.cbmmit^^fe's

Tenders for wheels and for hydrants 
were referred to the five wardens and 
purchasing agent, for report. 

The lire wardetia reiiorted that they 
have no power to interfere in the matter 
of the complaint of Mr. Burnett about 
having been lined ?25 because of his 
chimney Ijeirig on fire; also that the 
interior ot No. 2 firehall sliould be kal- 
soniined. The report was signed by 
only two members, Aid. Glover de- 
claring that he had not been con- 
sulted In the matter, and incidentally 
protesting against the manner in whicli 
the business of the committee is con- 
ducted. It appearad.to him, he said, 
that in place of any joint action, each 
member acts fdr himself. The report 
was, in. consequence of Aid. Glover's, 
statement, referred back to the wardens 
for further consideration. 

The sewerage committee recommend- 
ing the couatruction by day labor, with 
I'ascoe as foreman, of a sewer on Su - 
pjrior street from Birdcage Walk to 
Alenzies street. Adopted. 

The drainage requirements of Stanley 
avenue and the Cadboro Bay road were 
discussed for half an hour without re- 
sult, save a reference to the sewerage 
committee for report. 

The council adjourned at 11.06 p.m. ' '

SHOOTING ACCIDENT. 

Two Men Seriously Injured by the Prema- 
ture Discharge of a Gun. 

Arthur Clayton, owner of the boat- 
house at Oak Bay, and R. W. Shaw, a 
Ijofjtiiiaii, are the victims of a shooting 
accident which occurred olF Sidney 
laliind yesterday morning, and ,vhich 
may in the case of the former prove 
fatal. Both were hurried into town on 
a special V. & S. train dispatched from 
the station at Uillsido ave. at 11 o'clock, 
and on their arrival an hour later in 
charge ot Dr. Frank Hall, were con- 
veyed to the St. Joseph'ts Hospital. 
Shaw, who was the more fortunate of 
the two men, has his rigKt hand badly 
lacerated, all the fleshy part having 
been torn away. Clayton is in a very 
precarious condition, the shot having 
struck him in the body, face and fore- 
head, there atill remain'-i;' tw) pellets 
in liis head, preamnably in his 
brain. Tliese lir. Frank Hall was 
unable to e.xtract, and they may kil'. the 
wounded man. All the other shot — 
two or three in the face and as many 
more in the aide — were removed, but the 
two referred to lodged in the forehei.d 
just above the base of the nose, and . n 
probing for them it was discovered that 
tlicskullhad been broken and thatsmnll 
pieces of hone could be removed. The 
unfortunate men left here on a shooting 
and fishing expedition early yesterday 
morning. They travelled in a small boat, 
and when ^opposite Sidney Island some 
fine ducks appeared within close range. 
Eager to secure some of the game, one of 
the spoitsmen reached for the gun, 
which in some way had become tangled 
up in the lishing material. In getting 
it out the weapon was discharged, the 
contents drat striking a dog which was 
sitting in the boat. 

DAIRY SCHOOL AT DUNCAN. , 

Mr. niarlcer of the Dominion Dairy Com- 
missioner's Department Now Visltine 
the Island, 

Mr. Christian Marker, a membe^ ^St 
the Dominion Agricultural and DairJ' 

Corannssioners' staff, arrived from 
Ottawa last week, having been sent out 
by I'rofessor Robertson under the aus- 
pices of the Dominion Department of 
Auriculturii to give assistance in the de- 
veloping of the didry industry of British 
Columbia. He is at present at DunC.an 
assisting in getting the new creamer}- 
into oiieratioii. A b soon as the creamery 
is eom|)leted, by the first of June,'a 
dairy school course will be opened for 
soiiio four weeks. The creamery, which 
will be a first class one, is by the 
courtesy of the board of directors placed 
at the disposal of the department for 
that purpose. Both praeticid and 
theoretical instruction will be given by 
i\Ir. Marker iu the nandling of milk and 
its products, such as milk testing, cream 
separation, cream ripening, churning 
and handling the butler until it ia ready 
to place on the market. Xeedless to say 
the instruction will bo given free of 
charge. 

It is to be hoped that butter makers 
and others engaged in dairying in the 
province will avail themselves of this 
oi)i)ortunity of gaining further ex- 
perience and efficiency in their work by 
attending this course. Mr. Marker ex- 
pects to spenda few weeks on the Island, 
and invites correspondence on dairy 
matters, as he ia very desirous that those 
who are interested should avail them- 
selves of his services.
